Glasnost Spawns a Circulation War 


World-Herald executives are proud of 
their recent increases in circulation, 
no mean accomplishaent in a state whose 
population is declining. Recent 
experience in the Soviet Union suggests 
that even more dramatic circulation 
increases can happen when editorial 
policy liberalizes.

Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev's policy of 
glasnost (openness) has 
caused something close to a 
cireulation war among the 
Soviet news media. 

"For the first time 
since the ‘20s, Soviet 
papers and journals are 
competing against each 
other," says literary 
specialist Nikolai 
Anastasyev. 

Most Soviet readers 
subscribe to their 
newspapers) and magazines 
rather than buying them on 
the street. The 


government's decision to 


drop fixed ceilings on 
circulations this year 
caused subscriptions for 


some journals and newspapers 
to soar--particularlythose 


periodicals that have been 
the most daring in their 
discussion of present 


political and social issues. 

The more-conservative 
papers and journals have on 
the whole fared less well. 
The most surprising loser is 
Pravda, the main Communist 
Party newspaper. Its 


-is toying with 


circulation nas dropped from 
last year's figures by 
300,000, to 10.7 million. 
Pravda is viewed by some 
Soviet observers as one of 
the more conservative 
newspapers when it comes to 
perestroika (restructur- 
ing). A week ago, for 
example, the paper published 
an attack by the head of its 
propaganda department on the 
new anti-Stalinist play of 
dramatist Mikhail Shatrov. 


Viktor Afanasyev, 
Pravda's editor since 1976, 
is a political survivor. 
Some of his colleagues feel 
he is cool to radical 
reform. 


"If perestroika works, 
Afanasyev will be out," says 
a senior Soviet journalist. 
"T£ it doesn't work, I'll be 
out." 


Izvestia, the second most 
important Soviet newspaper, 


is fast catching up with 
Pravda. 
The government daily has 


increased its circulation 
over last year by almost 2 
1/2 million, to more than 10 
million. Under the 
editorship of Ivan Laptev, 
the paper has developed a 
reputation for lively and 
often hard-hitting articles. 


The biggest loser appears 
to be the monthly Foreign 
Literature, which has lost 
ground as readers turn their 
attention to Soviet writers 
whose works would, until 
very recently, have been 
unpublished here.

a group of people growing up © 
during dictator Joseph 
Stalin's purge years, became 
the big hit of 1987. 

In a phone interview, Mr. 
Rybakkov said that he was 


e in foreign-language editions 


still working on the novel, 
but that he expected the 
rest of it to appear in the 
magazine late this year. 
Asked whether his new 
novel was the cause of the 
circulation increase, he 
answered, "Of course." 
Two magazines that have 


failed to benefit from the 


renewed interest in reading 


are the monthlies Nash 
Sovremennik and  Molodaya 
Gvardia. 

Both have taken a more 
skeptical view of the 
changes in politics and 
literature. 

Molodaya Gvardia last 
year was involved in 


rancorous polemics with the 
weekly Ogonyok. It also 
publihed comments that were 
construed by some readers as 
support for Pamyat, an 
extremist political 
organization. 

In November, the 
maagazine's editor expressed 
unhappiness at his 
colleagues’ haste to publish 
works by "newly appeared 
geniuses" like Osip 
Mandelshtam (who died in 
Stalin's camps in 1938) and 
the poet Boris Pasternak 
(whose novel "Doctor 
Zhivago" will be published 
this month in Novy Mir). 

Molodaya Gvardia reports 
a “small increase" in 
clrculation this year. 

At least one newspaper 
reports little if any change 


this year. The circulation 
of the armed-forces 
newspaper Krasnaya  évezda 
(Red Star}, which rarely

The effort to control 
the conduct not only of 
government employees but of 
the press is unprecedented. 
The Administration,

to publish something it 
already has if the 
government says it 
shouldn't.
